DIGEST OF INTRODUCED BILL

Citations Affected: IC 8-9-11.

Synopsis: Contract carriers transporting railroad employees. Requires
the motor carrier services division of the department of state revenue
to develop and publish an online log (log) pertaining to hours of service
and consecutive hours off duty of a driver (driver) of a contract carrier
of railroad employees. Makes it a Class C infraction for a driver to fail
to complete the log, keep the log current, or show the log to a railroad
employee upon request.

Effective: Upon passage; July 1,2014.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
transportation.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1. IC 8-9-11-0.5 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS ANEW SECTIONTOREAD AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVEJULY
1, 2014]: Sec. 0.5. As used in this chapter, "division" means the
motor carrier services division of the department of state revenue.

SECTION 2. IC 8-9-11-3.3 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS A NEW SECTION TO READ AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE
UPON PASSAGE]: Sec. 3.3. (a) This section expires December 31,
2014.

(b) Before July 1,2014, the division shall develop and publish on
the Internet web site of the division a log pertaining to the
requirements of section 3 of this chapter.

SECTION 3.1C 8-9-11-3.5 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS ANEW SECTION TOREAD AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JULY
1,2014]: Sec. 3.5. (a) The division shall publish on the Internet web
site of the division a log pertaining to the requirements of section
3 of this chapter.
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(b) A driver of a contract carrier who transports a railroad
employee must complete the log developed under subsection (a)
pertaining to the hours of service and consecutive hours off duty of
the driver as required in section 3 of this chapter and keep the log
current.

(c) A driver of a contract carrier who transports a railroad
employee must show, either by hard copy or online, the log
completed in accordance with subsection (b) to a railroad employee
upon request.

SECTION4.1C 8-9-11-41S AMENDED TO READ AS FOLLOWS
[EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2014]: Sec. 4. The motor ecatrier services
division of the department of state revente may adopt rules under
IC 4-22-2 to implement and administer this chapter.
